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COST OF LIVING INDEX NUMBERS FOR CANADA, 1913-1946 


The purpose of this bulletin is to present a chronologically complete re- 
cord of the Dominion Cost-of~Living Index from 1913 to 1946 on the base 1935-1939=100. 


Analysis of Price Movements 
(a) Current Price Levels 


Although the total cost-of-living index advanced by only 26.1 per cent 
from August, 1939 to December, 1946, a substantial number of items increased by much 
more than this amount. Thus, the following food items advanced by more than 70 per 
cent: cheese, eggs, round steak, rolled rib roast, stewing beef, veal, bacon, lard, 
rice, beans, corn syrup, and lemons. Conversely, some quite important living require- 
ments changed very little in price. In the miscellaneous index, 20 out of 57 items 
either fell or increased by less than 10 per cent. The weighted average of the mis-— 
cellaneous group increased by only 12.6 per cent. The fuel group increased by 10.3 
per cent and the rent group by 9.2 per cent. These moderate advances were in contrast 
to the 47.4 per cent rise in foods, and increases of 31.1 and 28.2 per cent for clo- 
thing and homefurnishings and services.

(b) Comparison with Other Countries 


Cost-of-living index numbers are calculated by many nations. Calculations 
made by the United States and the United Kingdom Governments are similar in method to 
those used by the Canadian Government. The same applies to their general wholesale 
price indexes. It is, therefore, reasonable to compare these price indexes. The 
November, 1946, standings of the three countries are given below on a 1959 base. The 
Canadian figures show the smallest increases of the three.

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(c) Comparison with World War I. 


The cost-of-living advanced rapidly in the First World War. By 1918, the 
index was 46.1 per cent above the pre-war year of 1913. Then in 1919 there occurred a 
more spectacular increase, with the result that by the time prices reached their peak 
in July, 1920, they were 90.4 per cent above. their pre~war level. There was no 
general price control at the time, altheugh a commission of the Board of Commerce was 
appointed to enquire into cases of exorbitant price increases or profiteering that af- 
fected the public welfare and to administer the Combines and Fair Prices Act. 


By comparison, the cost-of-living index during the recent war rose.only 17.7 
per cent (1939 to 1945 inclusive). Price increases during the first year of peace ; 
were more rapid than during the immediately preceding war years. But while the cost- 
of-living index advanced 13.2 per cent, between November, 1918 and January, 1920, it 
advanced only 5.9 per cent between September, 1945 and January, 1947. 


Explanation of Cost—of-Living Index 


The Cost-of-Living Index is an average of percentage price changes on a long 
list of items entering into the every-day consumption of typical urban wage-earner 
families. It is a weighted average, the weights being so designed as to give to each 
percentage price change a value proportionate to its share in total consumption ex- 
penditure. These weights were determined by a special Dominion-wide survey of urban 
wage-earner families in the year 1938. Occasional revisions in details of the weight- 
ing system are necessitated by the disappearance of articles of consumption in short 
supply, or by the replacement of one particular specification by another. It should 
be clearly understood, however, that the index itself measures price changes only. 

The complete system of weights at present in use will be mailed upon enquiry. An ac- 
count of the method of construction of the index appeared in the Labour Gazette, 
November, 1946. Reprints of this article will be sent free upon request, addressed 
to the Prices Brench, Dominion Bureau of Statistics, Ottawa.

These figures represent the number of cents from each living expenditure 
dollar spent by a group of typical wage-earner families in the year ending September, 
1938. The total cost-of-living index every month is obtained by multiplying each one 
of these figures by a corresponding group price index and adding up the total. In 
effect, the total cost-of-living index shows the current number of cents necessary 
to maintain the pre-war living budget of these families.
